“The rapid develo pment and ado ptio n o f m a­

o ver-pro ductio n, so th at machinery and o ver­ 
pro ductio n are two causes so clo sely allied that 
it is quite difficult to disting uish the o ne with­ 
o ut taking the o ther into co nsideratio n. 
“In Eng land, Belg ium and France, railro ads 
and canals th at are really needed have been 
built, Germany is pro vided with a full netwo rk o f 
railro ads, and in America railro ad co nstructio n 
has been o ut o f all pro po rtio n to the increase o f 
pro ducts to be carried. 
“Harbo rs and rivers are sufficiently develo ped, 
and wareho uses, water and g as wo rks, tramway s, 
etc., are larg ely pro vided fo r; the Py renees and 
the Alps are tunneled and the Suez Canal has 
been built. 
“Terrestrial and transo ceanic lines o f tele­ 
g raph have been laid and the m erchant marine 
has been transfo rmed fro m wo o d to iro n. The 
natio ns o f the wo rld have o versto cked them ­ 
selves with machinery and manufacturing plants 
far in ex cess o f the wants o f pro ductio n. On all 
sides o ne sees the acco mplished results o f the la­ 
bo r o f half a century . W hat is strictly necessary 
has been do ne o ftentimes to superfluity . 
“This full supply o f eco no mic to o ls to meet 
the wants o f nearly all branches o f co mmerce 
and industry is the mo st impo rtant facto r in the 
present industrial depressio n.
